To  The  Mayor , Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Dover  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1966. 

The  report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  in- 
structions and  in  the  form  and  sequence  laid  down  in  previous  years. 

The  Registrar  GeneraLs  estimated  mid-year  population  was  36,110 
and  shows  an  increase  of  40  on  the  estimate  for  1965. 

The  Birth  Rate  after  adjustment  for  comparative  purposes  was  17.3 
per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  19.1  in  1965  ; the  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  17.7. 

The  Death  Rate  of  11.1  per  1,000  which  is  slightly  higher  than  in  1965 
is  nonetheless  favourable  when  compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  which  was  1 1 .7. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  however  rose  to  28  per  1,000  live  births 
having  fallen  to  16  in  the  previous  year.  One  half  of  the  infant  deaths 
occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  on  the  other  hand  showed  an  encouraging  fall 
from  17.2  per  1,000  registered  births  in  1965  to  8.7  for  the  year  under  review. 
There  was  one  death  from  maternal  causes  during  the  year. 

Among  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases  was  one  case  of  typhoid 
fever.  The  most  likely  source  of  infection  in  this  case  was  considered  to 
be  via  the  Port  whence  the  patient  had  eaten  some  imported  grapes  from 
part  of  a consignment  condemned  as  unfit. 

41  cases  of  measles  were  notified  representing  the  first  real  remission 
in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  for  several  years.  Prior  to  1966  a continued 
high  incidence  has  been  the  rule  with  hundreds  of  cases  each  year. 

Housing  and  general  sanitation  continued  to  receive  close  attention. 
Public  enquiries  were  held  during  the  year  into  the  George  Street  and 
Bushy  Ruff  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  referred  to  in  my  1965  Report. 

While  the  Order  was  confirmed  with  one  modification  in  the  case 
of  the  George  Street  areas,  no  decision  in  respect  of  Bushy  Ruff  Cottages 
1 had  been  reached  by  the  Minister  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Meanwhile  these 
cottages  which  were  seriously  defective  to  begin  with  become  increasingly 
unfit  and  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  occupants. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  support  throughout  the  year  and  other  Departments  of  the  Cor- 
poration for  their  co-operation  in  various  aspects  of  the  work. 

I am  also  indebted  to  the  staff  for  assistance  generally  and  particularly 
in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

EMPLOYMENT 

I greatly  appreciate  the  following  comments  by  Mr.  E.  W. 
Spence,  Manager  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  Employment  Exchange 
at  Dover,  on  employment  in  Dover  and  district  during  1966. 

(The  statistics  relate  to  the  area  comprising  Dover  Borough, 
Dover  Rural  District,  and  the  parishes  of  Aylesham,  Eythorne, 
and  Nonington.) 

“The  general  improvement  recorded  in  1964  and  1965  in  the 
employment  position  in  the  area  extended  into  the  early  months 
of  1966.  It  is  estimated  that  at  mid-Summer  the  numbers  in  local 
employment  reached  a new  maximum. 

Increased  activity  at  the  docks  and  in  cross-Channel  traffic,  and 
the  final  stage  of  the  transfer  from  London  of  a major  electrical 
firm,  contributed  to  the  improved  position.  Another  business,  em- 
ploying mainly  unskilled  male  workers,  transferred  to  the  area  in 
the  Autumn. 

The  mid-Summer  level  of  unemployment  was  the  lowest  for 
over  ten  years  ; the  total  of  232  in  July  included  175  men,  29  boys, 
18  women  and  10  girls.  The  175  men  included  70  aged  fifty- 
five  and  over,  a pointer  to  the  need  for  orders  of  employment 
suitable  for  older  workers. 

As  a result  of  economic  pressures  and  in  common  with  the 
national  position,  at  the  end  of  the  summer  the  numbers  unemployed 
rose  somewhat  higher  than  expected,  comparing  approximately 
with  the  numbers  in  the  autumn  of  1963.  This  should  not,  however, 
be  interpreted  as  a decline  to  the  position  at  that  time,  since  there 
are  now  considerably  more  in  employment  in  the  district. 

We  still  need  to  attract  fresh  industry  to  the  Dover  area,  but 
to  accommodate  the  development  of  industry  already  here  (employ- 
ing mainly  women)  we  must  be  selective.  We  need  small  units, 
employing  men,  and  demanding  a minimum  of  skilled  labour.  This 
may  afford  prospects  of  employment  for  the  middle-aged  and  older 
workers,  for  whom  there  is  little  opportunity  at  present.”

The  General  Manager  of  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company  in- 
forms me  that  his  Company  laid  nearly  300  yards  3"  main  in  the 
River  and  Buckland  Estate  areas  to  serve  housing  development, 
while  the  principle  work  undertaken  by  the  Corporation  in  con- 
nection with  their  supply  was  the  laying  of  approximately  430  yards 


of  6"  trunk  main  through  Barton  Path  to  re-inforce  the  supply  to 
the  Buckland  Bridge  area. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  sampling  was  also  carried  out 
for  examination  of  the  water  derived  from  a private  well  supplying 
local  dairy  premises  where  milk  processing,  bottle  filling  etc.,  are 
carried  on  : the  reports  indicated  a satisfactory  supply. 

2.  Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Disposal  : 

The  refuse  tip  at  Old  Charlton  Road  was  kept  under  observa- 
tion for  any  evidence  of  rat  infestation  and  two  treatments  were 
carried  out.  Office  records  indicate  that  only  one  complaint  was 
received  during  the  year  relating  to  the  tip  and  this  referred  to  an 
offensive  smell  occasioned  by  an  outbreak  of  fire  on  the  tip  face. 

I am  informed  by  the  Borough  Engineer  that  the  experimental 
paper  sack  system  on  the  Aycliffe  Estate  referred  to  in  my  Report 
for  1965  has  now  been  put  on  a permanent  basis  and  that  it  is 
intended  that  the  321  dwellings  now  under  construction  on  the 
Buckland  Estate  will  be  put  on  to  the  system  as  they  are  occupied. 

In  the  initial  experimental  system  117  properties  were  included 
in  the  scheme  in  an  area  where  the  carrying  distance  for  the  refuse 
collectors  is  particularly  long  due  to  grass  banks  separating  the 
highway  from  the  footway  or  there  is  no  immediate  vehicular  access 
to  the  properties. 

The  replies  to  a circularised  questionnaire  to  the  householders 
concerned  were  strongly  favourable  to  a continuation  of  the  system 
chiefly  on  the  grounds  of  improved  hygiene,  less  noise,  cleanliness 
of  area  after  collection,  and  the  lightness  of  the  sacks. 

While  no  doubt  the  system  would  have  its  drawbacks  when 
compared  with  the  existing  footpath  dustbin  collection,  e.g.,  of 
slightly  extra  cost  per  dwelling,  of  additional  time  in  collection,  etc., 
it  does  undoubtedly  afford  a much  improved  service  to  householders 
and  is  certainly  to  be  recommended  on  grounds  of  hygiene. 

3.  Drainage  an  d Sewerage  : 

During  the  year  four  properties  with  cesspool  drainage  were 
connected  to  a sewer,  and  one  bungalow  with  a pail  closet  was 
demolished. 

There  are  thus  now  74  properties  in  the  Borough  not  connected 
to  the  public  sewers.  Of  these,  66  are  drained  to  cesspools,  2 have 
septic  tanks,  and  6 have  pail  closets. 

1 he  following  details  regarding  sewer  extension  and  renewal 
during  1966  have  been  supplied  by  the  Borough  Engineer.

3.  Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

Biggin  Street . The  existing  12"  diameter  trunk  road  surface 
water  sewer  has  been  reconstructed  from  the  junction  chamber  out- 
side Nos.  1-10'  Biggin  Street  to  a point  at  the  junction  of  Priory 
Road  and  Effingham  Crescent.  An  additional  manhole  has  been 
provided. 

Channel  View  Road.  A new  9"  diameter  surface  water  sewer 
has  been  provided,  extending  from  Archcliffe  Road  to  Racole 
Trading  & Manufacturing  Co.  Ltd.,  and  a section  of  the  existing 
9"  diameter  soil  sewer  has  been  reconstructed. 

Kimberley  Close.  A new  system  of  sewers  has  been  laid  to 
serve  the  new  development  of  42  houses,  including  a 9"  diameter 
surface  water  sewer  extension  and  two  6"  diameter  foul  water  sewer 
extensions  from  Auckland  Crescent. 

Godwyne  Close.  A new  9"  diameter  surface  water  sewer  has 
been  laid  to  serve  Stage  I of  the  Maison  Dieu  Estate  Redevelopment 
connecting  to  the  new  15"  diameter  surface  water  sewer  in  Godwyne 
Road.  The  soil  sewer  in  Maison  Dieu  Road  has  been  extended  by  a 
6"  branch  sewer  to  serve  the  area. 

(b)  Foul  Sewerage 

Boulton  Close.  The  existing  9"  diameter  soil  sewer  has  been 
extended,  to  serve  new  industrial  development,  for  a distance  of 
365  yards. 

Cherry  Tree  Avenue.  The  9"  diameter  soil  sewer  on  the  south 
end  of  Cherry  Tree  Avenue  from  No.  21  to  its  junction  with  Barton 
Road  has  been  reconstructed  and  a new  Flyght  pump  and  chamber 
installed.

, (b)  General  Observations  : 

(1)  Tarmacadam  Works  : The  operation  of  this  plant  did 
not  give  rise  to  any  serious  nuisance  during  the  year.  Inspections 
showed  that  the  dust  suppression  equipment  installed  by  the  firm 
was  operating  satisfactorily,  and  little  dust  was  caused. 

(2)  Gas  Works  : Following  further  complaints  of  dust  nui- 
sance, the  attention  of  the  South  Eastern  Gas  Board  was  drawn  to 
the  figures  relating  to  insoluble  deposits  recorded  during  the  first 
six  months  of  the  year  by  the  Deposit  Gauge  sited  at  St.  Radigund’s 
Road. 

The  Board  stated  that  their  stocks  of  coal,  coke  and  breeze  for 
most  of  the  period  were  lower  than  for  many  years,  that  they  had 


completed  the  new  concrete  roadway  on  the  stocking  ground  so  that 
the  whole  road  can  be  hosed  down  to  minimise  coal  and  coke  being 
churned  up  by  lorry  wheels.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  water  sprays 
were  used  on  the  heaps  in  dry  weather,  and  it  was  difficult  to  know 
what  more  could  be  done. 

The  Health  Department  continues  to  keep  the  matter  under 
constant  review.

D.  Exemption  : 

There  was  one  application  for  exemption  during  1966,  in  this 
case  from  the  requirement  that  a running  hot  water  supply  be  pro- 
vided to  washing  facilities.  The  supporting  reasons  given  by  the 
applicants  were  based  on  possible  future  town  planning  considera- 
tions and  were  not  acceptable,  especially  in  view  of  the  Central 
Government  Department’s  emphasis  on  the  need  for  very  good 
reasons  to  be  shown  why  compliance  is  not  “ reasonably  practic- 
able ” before  exemption  is  granted.  When  informed  of  this  re- 
quirement the  applicants  withdrew  their  application  and  sited  the 
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wash  hand  facilities  in  a position  where  the  running  hot  water  supply 
could  be  more  easily  provided. 

7.  Offensive  Trades  : 

No  nuisances  were  reported  from  the  two  premises  used  for  the 
trade  of  rag  and  bone  dealer. 

8.  Pet  Animals  Act,  1957  : 

A second  pet  shop  was  licensed  during  1966  ; these  premises 
and  those  already  licensed  were  efficiently  run  and  both  licences 
were  renewed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

9.  Disinfestation  : (Vermin  and  other  pests  excluding  rodents) 

Both  practical  and  advisory  assistance  were  available  to  the 
public,  and  where  necessary  treatments  were  undertaken.  Cock- 
roaches were  again  the  principle  cause  for  complaint : infestations 
by  these  pests  are  most  difficult  to  eradicate  and  in  some  cases  can 
only  be  kept  under  control.  Complaints  of  wasps  were  not  so 
numerous  as  in  previous  years,  being  less  than  half  the  number 
received  in  1965  ; these  too  can  present  many  problems  and  in 
certain  cases,  e.g.  nests  in  inaccessible  roof  spaces  at  a considerable 
height  from  ground  level,  the  right  to  refuse  assistance  has  to 
be  reserved  in  consideration  of  the  safety  of  the  stalf.

Experience  of  the  administration  of  those  provisions  of  the 
Factories  Act  which  are  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Author- 
ity shows  that  it  would  be  opportune  for  a review  generally  of  the 
duties  allocated  to  the  Local  Authority  and  of  those  allocated  to 
H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate. 

Briefly,  the  Local  Authority  is  generally  responsible  for  en- 
forcing Section  (1)  (Cleanliness),  Section  (2)  (Overcrowding),  Sec- 
tion (3)  (Temperature),  Section  (4)  (Ventilation),  Section  (6)  (Floor 
drainage),  and  Section  (7)  (Sanitary  Conveniences)  in  factories  in 
which  mechancial  power  is  not  used  and  Section  7 (Sanitary  Con- 
veniences) in  Factories  using  mechanical  power  and  on  building 
sites  etc. 

Mechanical  power  factories  are  of  course  now  far  more  nu- 
merous than  non-mechancial  power,  as  the  figures  above  illustrate. 
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so  the  Local  Authority’s  powers  are  therefore  concerned  almost 
wholly  with  the  sanitary  convenience  provisions  of  the  Act,  duties 
which  could  well  be  allocated  to  H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate  so 
eliminating  the  dual  responsibility  for  factory  premises  now  ex- 
isting. 

13.  Rodent  Control  : 

156  complaints  of  rodent  infestation,  necessitating  154  treat- 
ments, were  received  during  the  year,  while  21  treatments  were 
carried  out  as  a result  of  survey. 

Altogether  1978  visits  to  611  premises  by  the  Rodent  Operator 
were  recorded,  while  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  405  visits 
directly  in  connection  with  rodent  control. 

Every  complaint  received  is  immediately  investigated  and  treat- 
ment carried  out  no  matter  how  slight  the  evidence  of  infestation, 
while  the  Rodent  Control  staff  survey  open  spaces  and  derelict  sites 
with  a view  to  detecting  any  early  evidence  of  rodent  life. 

Sewer  rodent  control  has  now  become  part  of  the  routine  work 
of  the  Department,  treatments  being  carried  out  in  the  spring  and 
autumn  of  each  year.

2.  Unfit  Housing  :

No  further  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  during  the  year. 
Ministry  inquiries  were  held  into  the  two  outstanding  Compulsory 
Purchase  Orders  and  in  the  case  of  the  George  Street  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order,  1965,  the  order  was  confirmed  with  the  modifica- 
tion that  No.  30  George  Street  be  transferred  from  “ Pink  ” to 
“ Grey  ”,  while  in  the  case  of  the  Bushy  Ruff  Cottages  Order  the 
Minister  made  it  known  on  30th  December  that  a decision  had  been 
deferred  for  three  months. 

One  family  only,  comprising  six  persons,  were  rehoused  during 
the  year ; the  removal  was  from  an  unfit  property  in  the  Council 
House  Street  area. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  three  properties  in  the  Ethelbert  Road 
Order  (1961)  and  one  in  the  Council  House  Street  Order  (1965), 
inter  alia,  were  still  occupied  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  part  of 
future  policy  more  urgent  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  rehousing  of 
the  occupants  of  these  and  other  unfit  properties  as  and  when  they 
are  confirmed  as  such. 

Fifteen  “ unfit  ” houses  in  confirmed  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders  were  demolished  during  the  year  viz.  Nos.  3,  4,  13  and  14 
Ethelbert  Road,  and  Nos.  5-15  (incl.)  George  Street.

(b)  Individual  Unfit  Houses  : 

Demolitions  : Two  houses.  Nos.  12  and  14  Princes  Street, 
which  were  the  subject  of  operative  Closing  Orders,  were  demolished 
during  the  year  ; these  two  houses  had  been  scheduled  for  inclusion 
as  part  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Area.

Ten  families  (40  persons)  were  displaced  from  these  properties. 

(c)  Basement  Dwellings  : 

A rapid  survey  of  basement  accommodation  in  parts  of  the 
Borough  prompted  by  experience  gained  when  investigating  in- 
dividual complaints  and  requests  for  rehousing  assistance,  showed 
that  conditions  in  an  appreciable  number  of  cases  were  far  below 
optimum  standards.  As  much  of  this  accommodation  was  occupied 
by  individuals  least  able  to  withstand  adverse  conditions,  such  as 
infants,  young  children  and  the  elderly,  the  need  for  a vigorous 
policy  in  dealing  with  the  problem  was  apparent  especially  having 
regard  to  the  rate  of  progress  in  rehousing  generally. 

Although  of  course  not  entirely  confined  thereto,  the  problem 
was  particularly  evident  in  properties  in  the  large  estate  taken  over 
by  the  Corporation  in  recent  years  and  since  in  some  obvious  in- 
stances the  generally  unfit  housing  conditions  revealed  were  a posi- 
tive danger  to  the  health  of  the  occupants  in  greater  or  lesser  degree, 
an  immediate  more  detailed  survey  was  instituted  with  the  approval 
of  the  Health  Committee  with  a view  to  establishing  housing  needs 
in  order  of  priority. 

A total  of  nineteen  units  was  subsequently  inspected  (including 
one  vacant)  and  in  all,  in  addition  to  structural  defects  and  lack  of 
amenities,  there  were  varying  degrees  of  dampness  and  defects  of 
natural  lighting.  These  defects  were  sufficiently  severe  in  eight 
cases,  including  the  vacant  unit,  to  warrant  closure  while  in  the  case 
of  the  eleven  remaining  basements  it  was  considered  that  with  the 
execution  of  essential  repairs  and  an  annual  review  of  fitness  these 
would  provide  reasonably  suitable  accommodation  for  the  time 
being. 
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Recommendations  in  accordance  with  these  findings  were  sub- 
sequently made  to  and  accepted  by  the  Health  and  Housing 
Committees  and  detailed  inspection  of  further  properties  put  in  hand. 

3.  Rent  Restrictions  : 

Again  no  action  was  requested  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Rent  Act,  1957,  and  it  is  doubtful  now  whether  occupiers  of  the 
remaining  “ controlled  ” tenancies  are  aware  of  their  powers  of 
redress  under  the  Act. 

4.  Rehousing  and  Overcrowding  : 

Apart  from  the  rehousing  recommendations  made  in  respect 
of  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  necessitating  Official  Repre- 
sentation and  statutory  closure  or  demolition,  six  applications  were 
referred  to  the  Housing  Committee  for  priority,  four  on  account  of 
medical  reasons,  one  because  of  inadequate  accommodation  and

(ii)  Sampling  : 

44  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  for  the  methy- 
lene blue  test  and  44  (22  ex  plant)  for  the  phosphatase  test ; all 
were  satisfactory. 

(c)  Chemical  Examination  : 

64  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  during  1966 
comprising  : 

21  formal  and  33  informal  (raw)  taken  in  course  of  delivery 
from  the  producer  to  the  pasteuriser  ; 

4 informal  from  the  schools  supplies  (by  arrangement  with  the 
County  Medical  Officer) ; 

3 formal  and  3 informal  in  course  of  delivery  to  the  consumer. 
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In  addition  three  samples  were  submitted  informally  in  con- 
sequence of  complaints  of  taste. 

25  samples  of  the  raw  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
antibiotics  : in  only  one  case  was  there  a positive  report. 

The  10  samples  of  milk  submitted  as  delivered  to  the  con- 
sumer, including  4 from  the  school  supplies,  were  all  reported  to  be 
genuine,  but  of  the  54  samples  of  raw  milk  taken  in  course  of  de- 
livery from  the  producer  to  the  pasteurising  dairy  11  were  low  in 
solid  s-not-f  at  and  2 in  fat  content,  but  in  each  case  the  Public 
Analyst  reported  that  the  milk  was  genuine  but  abnormal.  The 
producers  concerned  were  informed  of  the  adverse  findings  and 
advised  to  seek  the  assistance  of  the  Milk  Advisory  Service,  the 
Area  Milk  Officer  and  the  County  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Mea- 
sures being  acquainted  of  the  findings. 

1 sample  only  of  milk  designated  Channel  Islands  quality  was 
submitted  and  this  was  reported  as  having  a fat  content  of  4.80% 
and  solids-not-fat  9.07%. 

The  average  contents  of  the  remaining  63  samples  were  : 

Fat — 3.56%  Non-fatty  solids — 8.59% 

2.  Food  Analysts  Other  Than  Milk  : 

58  samples  of  other  foods,  drugs  etc.  were  also  submitted  and 
covered  the  usual  very  wide  field  of  products.  2 other  samples,  one 
of  a pork  pie  and  one  of  doughnuts,  were  also  examined  and  are 
commented  upon  in  Para  4 of  this  Section  of  the  Report. 

These  samples  were  generally  of  very  good  standard  and  the 
Public  Analyst  found  matters  of  very  minor  importance  only  to 
warrant  adverse  criticism  viz  : 

(1)  A very  low-priced  Jam,  though  free  from  arsenic,  toxic 
metals  and  sulphite  preservative  and  satisfying  the  soluble  solids 
requirement,  had  poor  odour  and  taste  commensurate  with  the  low 
price  : 

(2)  A much-publicised  brand  of  margarine  had  minor  label- 
ling infringements  which,  when  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
manufacturers,  were  rectified  : 

(3)  Bottled  glucose  syrup  had  mould  odour  ; in  fact  moulds 
were  growing  on  the  inner  surface  of  the  lid  and  were  present  in  the 
main  bulk  of  the  sample.  Investigation  revealed  that  the  sample 
was  of  very  old  stock,  the  remainder  of  which  (11  bottles)  was 
withdrawn  from  sale. 

3.  Ice-Cream  : 

4 samples  of  ice-cream  were  included  in  the  samples  reported 
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above  and  fat  contents  of  7.5%,  7.6%,  8.9%  and  9.0%  were  re- 
ported : the  samples  satisfied  all  other  requirements  of  the  relevant 
Regulations, 

4.  Food  Condemnation,  Complaints,  Statutory  Procedure 
Etc. 

The  usual  practice  of  accepting  from  shops,  warehouses  etc. 
voluntary  surrender  of  unfit  foodstuffs  and  the  issue  of  confirming 
certificates  accordingly  continued  throughout  the  year  : although 
this  procedure  does  not  have  any  statutory  backing  it  does  ensure 
that  foodstuffs  of  doubtful  quality  and  of  potential  danger  to  health 
are  disposed  of  under  adequate  supervision  by  burial  or  incineration 
at  the  Refuse  Disposal  site. 

A total  of  nearly  4 tons  of  foodstuffs,  principally,  as  is  usually 
the  case,  tinned  goods,  was  dealt  with  in  this  manner  in  1966  com- 
pared with  nearly  3 tons  in  the  previous  year.

Portion  of  a pie  purchased  in  a factory 
canteen  had  embedded  in  the  meat  what 
appeared  to  be  a rodent  dropping  sub- 
sequently confirmed  to  be  so  by  the 
Public  Analyst.  The  evidence  was  that 
the  contamination  did  not  occur  at  the 
factory  canteen  and  proceedings  were 
therefore  instituted  against  the  manu- 
facturers, who,  though  pleading  “ not 
guilty  ”,  were  convicted  and  fined  £25 
and  ordered  to  pay  £1.  16s.  Od.  witness’s 
fees. 

A cooked  sausage  brought  to  the  office 
and  the  subject  of  a complaint  was 
found  to  contain  a piece  of  woven 
material  resembling  mutton  cloth.  The 
manufacturers  were  consulted  and  al- 
though it  was  stated  that  the  piece  of 
cloth  was  not  similar  to  any  used  in  the 
factory  there  was  no  denial  of  respon- 
sibility. Proceedings  were  ordered  but 
not  instituted  owing  to  factors  beyond 
control. 

Meat  content  discoloured  : examination 
revealed  extensive  mould  growth  due  to 
defect  in  seam  of  can  : remaining  stocks 
examined  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Complaint  that  bacon  purchased  in  pre- 
packed form  was  unsound  : vendor 
stated  that  other  similar  complaints  had 
been  received  regarding  this  particular 
delivery.  A packet  taken  for  vendor’s 
own  use  was  examined  and  found  to  be 
foul  smelling  and  decomposing  : it  ap- 
peared that  bacon  had  been  unsatis- 
factorily cured.  The  suppliers  were  ad- 
vised to  investigate  the  occurrence  and 
it  was  apparent  that  the  complaints  re- 
garding this  delivery  were  not  confined 
to  the  one  particular  shop.  All  bacon 
production  at  the  factory  was  suspended 
pending  a full  investigation  and  the 
source  of  the  trouble  traced  to  a faulty 
brine  injector  needle  operating  in  the 
Curing  Department.

Dark  stain  on  meat  contents  and  in- 
terior can  surfaces  discoloured  : con- 
signment withdrawn  from  sale  and  can- 
ners  notified.  Although  meat  content 
fit  for  human  consumption,  it  was  con- 
sidered that  the  cans  would  have  a short 
shelf  life  and  the  canners  undertook  to 
pursue  the  matter  with  the  suppliers  of 
the  cans. 

Foreign  object  was  composed  of  burnt 
starchy  matter,  doubtless  derived  from 
the  bakery. 

Piece  of  Coconut  Candy  alleged  to 
contain  small  sliver  of  glass  ; confec- 
tionery manufactered  locally.  Thorough 
investigations  made  of  factory  and 
methods  of  manufacture  but  there  was 
no  evidence  to  indicate  that  the  glass 
had  gained  access  to  the  confectionery 
at  the  place  of  manufacture. 

Mould  seen  by  complainant  when  pie 
opened  on  alleged  day  of  purchase,  the 
time  and  date  of  which  were  disputed 
by  the  vendor.  Two  days  had  elapsed 
before  complaint  made  and  no  further 
action  was  available  on  the  facts  stated. 
Part  of  snack  bar  meal  had  on  it  very 
small  piece  of  “ mould  After  inves- 
tigation of  facts  proprietor  warned. 
Maggot  found  in  canned  tomatoes. 
Identified  as  species  of  Pyraustinae  moth 
which  is  found  on  tomato  plants  in  Italy 
and  many  other  countries.  The  U.K. 
representatives  of  the  canners  (Italy) 
were  informed  of  the  facts  and  made 
suitable  redress  to  the  complainants. 
The  question  of  the  tomato  grub  is  ap- 
parently one  of  world -wide  concern  to 
growers  and  canners  and  the  most 
stringent  precautions  are  necessary. 
Two  jars,  one  containing  Veal  Dinner 
and  the  other  Apple  Sauce,  showed 
black  mould  on  the  lid  inner  surfaces.

It  was  contended 
that  sales  increase  had  necessitated  pro- 
duction at  night  when  in  a warm  climate 
insect  life  is  at  its  height  and  attracted 
by  the  factory  lighting  : an  undertaking 
was  given  to  improve  the  insect  proofing 
of  the  factory. 

String  fragment  found  in  the  crust  of 
two  slices  and  suspected  mould  in  two 
slices.  Full  investigation  revealed 
“ string  fragments  ” had  originated  from 
hessian  oven  glove  used  to  handle  hot 
bread  tins  and  the  “ suspected  mould  ” 
to  be  a contamination  by  machine  lubri- 
cant smears.  Official  warning  issued  by 
order  of  Local  Authority. 


Other  complaints  of  a minor  nature  were  received,  some  frivo- 
lous and  unjustified,  but  all  requiring  investigaton.

(c)  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960  : 

The  premises  subjected  to  detailed  inspection  under  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  during  the  year  numbered  86,  202  visits  being 
made  in  relation  thereto. 

The  Fair  paid  its  annual  visit  to  the  Town  and  its  three  accom- 
panying food  stalls  (hot  dogs  etc.)  were  visited  and  surveyed,  as  was 
one  mobile  ice-cream  van. 

Official  statistics  show  that  one  notice  was  served  and  six  abated 
during  the  year  : these  refer  to  written  intimations  but  other  in- 
fringements and  deficiencies  of  minor  importance  are  drawn  verbally 
to  the  attention  of  the  occupiers. 

As  referred  to  in  Para,  (a)  above  all  premises  on  the  Depart- 
ment’s registers  have  wash  basin  facilities  and,  where  applicable, 
food  and  equipment  washing  facilities,  but  the  fact  that  “ premises 
comply  ” does  not  warrant  complacency  : it  is  the  personal  element, 
e.g.  the  habits  of  the  food  handler  which  must  always  cause  the  most 
concern. 

It  cannot  be  over-stressed  that  the  education  and  training  of 
the  food  handler  are  of  paramount  importance  in  matters  of  food 
hygiene  and  it  will  be  appreciated  how  difficult  they  are  to  attain 
when  one  considers,  for  example,  the  influx  into  the  catering  trade 
of  temporary  and  untrained  workers  during  the  summer  months,  or 

40 


as  a second  example  the  difficulties,  particularly  in  the  larger  urban 
areas,  of  attracting  suitable  staff  of  the  right  calibre  in  the  face  of 
industrial  competition.  This  is  in  fact  a growing  problem  and  one 
which  will  throw  progressively  greater  onus  upon  managements 
and  the  Health  Department  staff. 

6.  Food  Poisoning  : 

Four  cases  of  notified  food  poisoning,  the  same  figure  as  the 
previous  year,  were  accepted  as  confirmed. 

Cases  1 and  2.  Two  females  travelling  en  route  to  the  Con- 
tinent were  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  from  the 
Buckland  Out-Patients  Department.  They  were  suffering  from  acute 
diarrhoea  and  vomiting,  prostration  and  severe  abdominal  pain  : 
stool  cultures  were  negative.  The  food  under  suspicion  was  an 
omelet  prepared  during  the  evening  previous  to  their  departure 
from  London  : it  had  not  been  refrigerated  and  was  consumed  en 
route. 

Case  3.  A Deal  resident  and  a patient  in  Buckland  Hospital, 
who  had  developed  a S.  panama  infection.  This  was  an  isolated  case 
of  presumed  food  poisoning. 

Case  4.  A schoolboy  excreting  S.  bredeney,  the  patient’s  his- 
tory indicating  infection  and  onset  while  holidaying  in  Spain. 

Three  cases  of  Salmonella  infection  not  considered  food  borne 
were  reported  : two  S.  Stanley  and  one  of  S.  bredeney,  the  latter 
a contact  of  the  schoolboy  (case  4)  notified  above.

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year  1966.  The  Report  is  prepared  on  the 
lines  indicated  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Form  Port  20. 

As  in  previous  years  the  amount  of  shipping  entering  the  port  showed 
a further  increase  which  occurred  in  spite  of  the  disruption  to  many  regular 
services  caused  by  the  seamen’s  strike  early  in  the  year. 

A third  berth  for  “ drive  on — drive  off  ” traffic  at  the  Eastern  Docks 
came  into  operation  during  the  year  and  this,  together  with  the  introduction 
of  the  Zeebrugge  traffic  by  Townsend  Bros.  (Ferries)  Ltd.,  has  added  to  our 
commitments  in  covering  an  already  overburdened  schedule  of  services 
during  the  summer  season. 

All  matters  of  port  health  importance  however  continued  to  receive 
close  attention,  regular  supervision  being  exercised  in  connection  with  the 
sanitary  condition  of  vessels,  water  supply,  imported  foodstuffs,  etc. 

Vigilance  was  also  maintained  in  connection  with  actual  or  suspected 
infectious  disease  and  with  smallpox  always  in  mind  special  attention  was 
paid  to  vaccination  states  on  board  all  ships  arriving  from  listed  areas. 

I have  to  thank  H.M.  Customs  and  Immigration  Authorities  and  all 
other  Departments  associated  with  the  work  of  the  Port  Health  Authority 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

47,  7 of  the  the  aliens  concerned  being  refused  permission  to  land. 
(One  was  stated  by  the  Immigration  Officer  to  have  been  refused 
entry  on  medical  grounds.) 

The  rate  of  certificates  issued  in  respect  of  aliens  examined 
was  0.6127%  compared  with  0.6156%  for  the  year  1965.

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  cause  of  condemnation  in  the  case 
of  the  fruit  and  vegetables  was  decomposition  and  over-ripening 
and  in  the  case  of  the  canned  foods  rusting  and  blown  tins. 
These  condemned  foods  are  removed  from  the  dock  area  by  the 
importing  agents  to  the  Borough  controlled  tip  and  there  buried 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  practice  of  dye-staining  all 
condemned  foodstuffs  pending  disposal  was  adopted. 

2.  Public  Health  ( Imported  Food ) Regulations,  1937  : Articles  II 
and  12  : 

Overseas  Meat  and  Meat  Products  : 

(a)  21  lb.  packet  Sausage  Skins — lacking  Official  Certificate  : 
detained  and  subsequently  destroyed. 

(b)  35  cartons  “ Paste  (Foodstuffs)  ” — weight  9 cwts.  3 qtrs. 
10  lbs. — lacking  Official  Certificate.  Principal  ingredients  listed  as 
beef  and  liver. 

Although  Para  4 of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1522  dated 
30th  April,  1937  states  inter  alia  “ ft  is  not,  however,  considered 
that  Official  Certificates  need  be  supplied  with  meat  pastes  etc.  etc.  ” 
and  would  seem  to  exclude  the  product  from  Certificate  require- 
ments, the  importers  produced  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  goods 
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had  been  certified  fit  for  human  consumption  and  had  been  prepared 
from  animals  found  healthy  in  ante  and  post-mortem  examination. 

The  consignment  was  released. 

3.  Number  of  Samples  of  Food  Examined  by  : 

(a)  Bacteriologist  : 

Ice  Cream  (2)  : One  sample  was  indicated  to  be  of  very  poor 
quality  possibly  sufficient  to  render  it  unfit.  Presumptive  coliform 
organisms  were  present  in  0.01  ml.  (Methelyne  blue — Grade  III) 
and  there  was  a plate  count  of  120,000  per  ml.  The  results  were 
communicated  to  the  Health  Authority  at  the  place  of  destination 
in  confirmation  of  verbal  advice  and  to  the  Central  Government 
Department  concerned.  Unfortunately  the  results  of  any  further 
investigation  or  subsequent  action  by  the  Health  Authority  con- 
cerned were  not  made  known  to  this  Authority. 

The  second  sample  was  satisfactory. 

Meat  Paste  (1)  : Reported  to  be  commercially  sterile. 

(b)  Analyst  : A total  of  fifty-one  samples  was  submitted  for 
chemical  analysis,  covering  a variety  of  foodstuffs  as  follows  : 
Tomato  Paste  and  Puree — 5 ; Confetionery — 8 ; Milk  Powder — 4 ; 
Butter — 4 ; Canned  Vegetables — 5 ; Sugar — 2 ; Boxed  Dates — 2 ; 
Canned  Tomatoes — 2 ; Canned  Fruit — 3 ; Ice  Cream — 2 ; Apricot 
Pulp — 2 ; Fruit  Juices — 2 ; Flour  products — 3 ; Lard,  Cheese, 
Olive  Oil,  Meat  Paste,  Fruit  and  Nuts,  and  Locust  Bean  Gum,  all 
one  of  each. 

In  general  a very  high  standard  of  chemical  purity  and  com- 
position was  maintained. 

The  deficiencies  noted  and  the  action  taken  were  as  follows  : 

Packeted  Nuts  and  Raisins  : Slight  evidence  of  infestation  : 
re-fumigation  carried  out. 

Apricot  Pulp  : One  sample  from  the  bulked  supply  intended 
' for  manufacturing  purposes  contained  excess  sulphite  preservative  ; 
the  importers  were  advised  of  the  need  for  necessary  action  to  re- 
duce the  amount  of  preservative  to  within  the  limits  of  the  Regu- 
lations and  an  undertaking  to  this  effect  was  received  accordingly. 

Canned  Vegetables  : In  the  case  of  two  samples  there  were 
minor  labelling  infringements  and  the  attention  of  the  importers 
was  drawn  to  the  deficiency.
